Lucky escape for three as elderly driver smashes into shop

IF this car had smashed through 
the window of a Ewell shop just 
seconds later, three employees 
would have been seriously hurt, 
the owner has said. 

Marina Gavin, owner of RAM 
Security and Fire Solutions in 
Ewell High Street, said she and 
two assistants were preparing to 
take down Valentine’s Day decora¬ 
tions in the window when a Jaguar 
smashed through it, destroying 
the shop front and showering the 
pavement with debris, glass and 
bricks. 

The front window was complete¬ 
ly smashed and bricks and debris 
were lying on the pavement after 
the crash. A wall at the front of 
the shop, which is on a bend in the

road, has been virtually destroyed. 

Police said the suspected cause 
of the crash - which happened at 
10.15am on Monday - is that the 
82-year-old man driving the car 
suffered a black out. 

He was taken to Epsom Hospital 
as a precaution. 

Mrs Gavin, 40, said: “We were 
in the room next door in the other 
part of the shop when it happened 


and we were literally two seconds 
away from taking down the deco¬ 
rations. 

“Someone really was looking 
after us because we all would have 
been seriously hurt. 

“It really was a close thing; we 
were very lucky no one was hurt.” 

A nurse was in the car behind 
the Jaguar, and CCTV footage 
shows her rushing to the aid of the 
elderly driver. 

An ambulance also arrived with¬ 
in three or four minutes, accord¬ 
ing to Mrs Gavin, who said they 
were both a credit to the NHS. 

She said: “They were both real¬ 
ly amazing - the nurse reacted so 
quickly and you could not fault 
either her or the ambulance crew. 
They were incredible. 

“I’d just like to thank them if I 
could.” 

Witnesses reported hearing a 


very loud bang and seeing a female 
RAM employee emerge from the 
shop looking visibly shaken up. 

Richard Wade, who works at 
nearby 1 Stop Data, said: “We 
heard the commotion from our of¬ 
fice so we came out to offer assis¬ 
tance. 

“This is not the first time an ac¬ 
cident like this has happened on 
this same junction. 

“There was a woman on the oth¬ 
er side of the window. 

“It was a very close call. She was 
very shaken up, understandably. 

“I hope this will get the council 
to sort out the road.” 

Mrs Gavin said the damage to 
the shop was so extensive it has 
been forced to close for the foresee¬ 
able future. A sign on what is left 
of the door announcing its closure 
read - ‘visitors please exit your car 
before entering our building’.

A FOOTBALL club, drop-in centre 
for homeless people and a volunteer 
group who convert timber into char¬ 
coal will all benefit from a share of a 
£3,300 cash boost. 

Volunteers who work hard for the 
good of the borough have been recog¬ 
nised by the Epsom and Ewell Com¬ 
munity Fund, which dished out cash 
rewards to four groups in the first 
round of an awards scheme. 

A grant of £1,000 supported the 
Richmond Fellowship to expand the 
Old Moat Garden Centre Cafe in Ep¬ 
som to help more people gain work 
experience and training. 

The project offers people with men¬ 
tal health problems the opportunity 
to enrol in training and work expe¬ 


rience. A grant of £500 was awarded 
to the Epsom Common Association, 
which collects wood from conserva¬ 
tion activities and turn it into char¬ 
coal. It says this minimises environ¬ 
mental impact, promotes sustainable 
practices and uses the sale of the 
charcoal to fund further nature con¬ 
servation in the area. 

It received funding on Friday, Feb¬ 
ruary 12. 

Young footballers from the Epsom 
and Ewell Colts Youth Football Club 
will benefit from a £900 grant and the 
Meeting Room, a drop-in centre for 
homeless and marginalised people 
in Epsom and Ewell will get £900 as 
well. 

The Epsom and Ewell Communi¬ 
ty Fund, an independent charitable 
trust, was established last year to 
support local businesses and organi¬ 
sations, which contribute to civic life 
in the historic market town.

Save your pharmacy - write to MP

SAVE your local pharmacy - that is 
the message from a group of phar¬ 
macists worried about their futures 
after funding cuts were announced. 

Pharmacists in Epsom and Ewell 
could lose up to £30,000 a year each, 
equivalent to a member of staff’s 
wages, and fear losing staff would 
impair their ability to function effec¬ 
tively. 

They are calling on their custom¬ 
ers to write to MP Chris Grayling 
about the importance of community 
pharmacies. 

The owners of Horton Pharmacy, 
Miles Pharmacy and Ricky’s Ewell 
Spring Pharmacy are worried about 


their futures after health minister 
Alistair Burt announced cuts to fund¬ 
ing. 

At a meeting of MPs and peers at 
the All-Party Pharmacy Group in 
January, Mr Burt announced a six 
per cent cut in funding by October 
2016 - from £2.8 billion to £2.63 bil¬ 
lion. 

Smaller pharmacies may be hard¬ 
er hit. 

Sharn Dev, owner of Horton Phar¬ 
macy, said: “Our role in a smaller 
community is far more encompass¬ 
ing than a large town centre store. 

“We probably have a higher pro¬ 
portion of elderly and vulnerable pa¬ 
tients, who are unable to get to town 
so easily”

Six men accused of axe murder appear before Old Bailey 


A MAN from Worcester Park was one 
of six to appear at the Old Bailey on 
Wednesday accused of murder and 
violent disorder. 

There were slightly chaotic scenes 
at the Old Bailey as six men, accused 
of murder and violent disorder after 
a mass armed brawl in a Mitcham 
car park, appeared via video link 
from prison. 

Five of the six men were expected 
to enter a plea, but their lawyers ar¬ 


gued the prosecution had not provid¬ 
ed enough detailed information or 
evidence yet. 

The defendants, who are aged 18 to 
25, are all charged with murder and 
violent disorder following the death 
of Neel Croos in November. 

Mr Croos, 26, died in hospital on 
November 25 after suffering serious 
head injuries. 

Prashad Sothilingham, 25, of Edge- 
hill Road, Mitcham, has been charged 


with the murder of Mr Croos, as well 
as the attempted murder of 29-year- 
old Jeyathpan Ganesalingham on the 
same day, violent disorder and pos¬ 
session of an offensive weapon. 

Aranventhan Puventhiran, 21, 
of Stoneleigh Avenue, Worcester 
Park, and Sivakaran Ockersz, 18, 
of Heathdene Road, Wallington are 
both appearing on charges of mur¬ 
der, violent disorder and possession 
of a bladed article. Gowrishanth 


Loganathan, 21, of Cambridge Road, 
Mitcham, and Jerome Anton Jeyaku- 
mar, 23, of Framfield Road, Mitcham 
are both standing accused of murder 
and violent disorder. 

Mohanran Parimalanathan, 22, 
of Stafford Road, Wallington, was 
charged on December 18 with mur¬ 
der, possession of an offensive weap¬ 
on and violent disorder. 

A trial is currently scheduled to 
begin on May 23. 
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Parking meters that fail to provide change questioned by council opposition 

No change from parking meters 
nets council E160K in 5 years

UNRETURNED coins from Ep¬ 
som and Ewell parking meters 
has earned the council more than 
£160,000 in the last five years. 

Last year, £39,866 was collect¬ 
ed by the council, from drivers 
over-paying on parking and not 
receiving change from meters. 

Every year, the total has in¬ 
creased. In 2011, £26,837 was made 
in unreturned coins, 2012, £29,894, 
2013, £31,404 and in 2014, £36,792. 

In total, the council has made 
£164,794.95 since January 2011. 

The council says the money is 
fed back into funding council ser¬ 
vices. 

A spokesman said: “This in¬ 
come allows us to deliver services 
that are not a legal requirement 
for the council to provide, such as 
the dementia support service at 
the Wellbeing Centre.” 

Conservative councillor Alex 
Clarke - who spoke out against 
across-the-board hikes in fees and 
charges in last month’s budget 
meeting - accused the council of 
‘always trying to grab more of the 
residents’ money’. 

Cllr Clarke said: “I’m not sur¬ 
prised at this. 

“As with the Residents’ Asso¬ 
ciation’s consistent year-on-year 
raising of council tax and parking 
fees themselves, Epsom and Ewell 
borough council is always trying 
to grab more of the residents’ 
money. 

“It’s equivalent to Sainsbury’s 
not giving us back our change, 
but excusing it because they put it 
back into services. 


“We like those services - but 
we’d also like the change we’re 
rightfully owed. After all the 
change is our money.” 

The council also said it was 
gradually switching to machines 
which provide change - and the 


new meters at the Town Hall, the 
Ashley Centre, Hook Road and 
Hope Lodge are of this type. 

Labour councillor Kate Chinn 
said it was not fair to hit residents 
with ‘hidden fees’. 

Cllr Chinn said: “The charges 


are quite high as they are anyway, 
and they’ve just raised them and 
they’ve raised council tax. 

“Essentially what this amounts 
to is a hidden charge on people 
who have to use the car parks.”

A 16-year-old boy was assaulted 
by an adult while playing with 
his friends in a sports court in 
the Longmead Estate, Epsom, 
last week. 

The victim was shoved to the 
ground following an argument at 
about 5.30pm on Wednesday, Feb¬ 
ruary 10. 

Police said the boy and his 
friends had a conversation with 
a woman as she walked past the 
multi-use games area next to 
the Longmead Centre, in Sefton 
Road, Epsom. 


She came back in a black 4x4 
with tinted windows with a man. 

The man got out of the car, 
argued with the boy, and shoved 
him to the ground. 

The woman is described as be¬ 
ing in her 30s, about 5ft tall, of a 
slim build and having blond hair 
in a ponytail. The man is white, 
between 30 and 35 years-old, 
about 6ft, of a stocky build with 
short ginger hair, and a ginger 
beard.

AN Epsom man who stole 
more than £10,000 as an 
employee at high street 
bakery Greggs has been 
sentenced to 18 months in 
prison. 

Ivan Manojlovic, 40, of 
The Crescent, Epsom, had 
pleaded guilty to stealing 
£10,550 while working at the 
Cobham Services branch 
of the pastry chain in 
September 2014. 

At Guildford Crown Court 
last month he also admitted 
removing a CCTV system 
hard drive from the shop’s 
office, claiming to police that 
the shop had been burgled. 

Manojlovic admitted 
theft by employee, fraud by 
false representation and 
committing a series of acts 
with intent to pervert the 
course of justice. 

He had been due to stand 
trial having denied the 
charges against him, but 
he pleaded guilty at the last 
minute. 

He was sentenced to 18 
months in prison for all 
three charges at Guildford 
Crown Court on Friday, 
February 12.

Two oven fires 
out in four days 

FIREFIGHTERS who were called to two 
oven fires in four days say a smoke alarm 
may have saved the life of a sleeping pen¬ 
sioner. 

On Thursday night, firefighters gave 
oxygen to a man after an oven fire at 
a home in Rosebery Avenue, Epsom at 
about 8pm. 

The elderly man was woken up by his 
smoke alarm, which firefighters said 
could have saved his life. 

Four days later, on Monday night, fire¬ 
fighters from Banstead, Epsom and Esher 
fire stations arrived in the nick of time to 
prevent further damage to a burning oven 
in Bahram Road, Epsom. 

They were called just before 6.50pm on 
Monday, February 15, after a resident, be¬ 
lieved to be a woman in her sixties, raised 
the alarm after spotting flames coming 
from the oven. 

She was not hurt by the fire. 

Two firefighters who were called to 
the house used breathing apparatus and 
a thermal imaging camera to enter the 
smoke-filled kitchen so that they could 
extinguish the blaze with water from a 
hose reel. 

The oven was burnt out, but the rest 
of the kitchen and the house was undam¬ 
aged. 

The fire was 1.2 miles from Epsom fire 
station, and firefighters say they were 
fortunate the journey was so short. 

A spokesman said: “The oven was 
burnt out but we were there just in time.” 

Crews from Epsom, Banstead and 
Leatherhead fire stations, who were 
called to the Rosebery Avenue incident 
said they were at the house for about an 
hour. 

Two firefighters wearing breathing ap¬ 
paratus entered the kitchen and used a 
hose reel to extinguish the fire.

Julie Morris, Mill Road res¬ 
ident and leader of the ‘Stop 


Aldi’ campaign, welcomed 
Lidl’s objection and the an¬ 
ticipated application for the 
Upper High Street site. 

She said: “This is great 
news. The borough council’s 
policies are for a food store 
on the Upper High Street site 
and for residential develop¬ 
ment on the old dairy site. 

“Now that Lidl has made 
clear its intentions it surely 
gives the council more am¬ 
munition to refuse the cur¬ 
rent planning application 
from Aldi when it goes to 
the planning committee on 
March 10.” 

Aldi announced it hopes to 
open 80 new stores as part of 
nationwide expansion plans. 

An Aldi spokesman said:

LABOUR and Conserva¬ 
tive opposition councillors 
slammed the claim by the 
ruling Residents’ Association 
(RA) it had managed to pro¬ 
tect all services in this year’s 
budget. 

In his budget speech on 
Thursday night, town cen¬ 
tre Councillor Neil Dallen 
said the RA had managed to 
balance the books in the face 
of “draconian” Government 
cuts by increasing council 
tax by 1.9 per cent, increasing 
fees and charges across the 
board, ‘streamlining’ servic¬ 
es and dipping into £273,000 
of council reserves. 

The budget passed easily 
on a vote of 31 to five. 

However leaders of the two 
opposition parties argued the 
relocation of community ser¬ 
vices from the Wells Centre 
to the Epsom Centre in Long- 
mead would leave elderly and 
isolated people in Wells fac¬ 
ing a service cutback. 

Epsom and Ewell Labour 
leader Vince Romagnuolo 



Neil Dallen and Eber Kington 


said the RA - which holds 31 
of the 38 Epsom and Ewell 
borough seats - was carrying 
out Conservative austerity 
on the most vulnerable res¬ 
idents. He said: “Council¬ 
lor Dallen follows the same 
failed philosophy and visits 
austerity on those members 
of our community he thinks 
won’t fight back, like the old 
and the frail and the young 
mums with their small chil¬ 
dren who use the Wells Cen¬ 
tre.” 

Cllr Romagnuolo also crit¬ 
icised the RA for spending 
money on projects like the 
restored Ewell Court House 


and funding the Epsom Play¬ 
house in austere times. 

Cllr Dallen defended the 
budget, saying it showed 
Epsom and Ewell was one 
of the few councils in the 
country which could balance 
the books - while maintain¬ 
ing services - while its Gov¬ 
ernment funding was being 
halved in five years. 

RA Councillor Eber King- 
ton later gave a speech draw¬ 
ing applause across the coun¬ 
cil chamber, saying he was 
proud residents would prefer 
to pay more tax than lose ser¬ 
vices. 

Epsom and Ewell Conserv¬ 
atives leader Alex Clarke ar¬ 
gued the RA should not have 
increased fees or council 
tax while also paying for the 
mayor’s chauffeur-driven car. 

Cllr Clarke said: “The 
problem with keeping rais¬ 
ing fees, like council tax, is 
that eventually the price be¬ 
comes too much to pay. 

“Eventually raises on park¬ 
ing fees damage the number 
of shoppers coming to the 
town, causing shops and 
businesses to close, meaning 
a drop in another source of 
income: business rates.”

THE Ministry of Justice’s 
(MoJ) decision to close Ep¬ 
som’s nearest courthouse 
next year will add barriers 
to justice for people facing 
eviction or struggling with 
family problems, according 
to a local charity 

People in Epsom will have 
to double their journey times 
in pursuit of justice after the 
MoJ announced last week 
Redhill Magistrates’ Court 
would be closed sometime 
between January 2017 and 
March 2017. 

The MoJ announced on 
Thursday, February 11, the 
court in Hatchlands Roads, 
Redhill, was among 86 courts 
and tribunals being closed 
after a review into the finan¬ 
cial viability 

The Government hope 
the closures will reduce the 
£500million annual cost of 
running the courts estate, 
which includes buildings 
across the country 


Many defendants from 
Epsom passed through the 
Reigate law courts in Redhill 
after the town’s own county 
court closed in December 
2010. 

The latest closure will 
mean that Epsom residents 
will have to travel farther 
afield to courts in Guildford 
(18 miles from Epsom town 
centre) or Staines (15 miles). 

Liz Dobson, manager at 


— 


Citizens Advice Epsom and 
Ewell, said: “Coming after 
the closure of Epsom Court 
just five years ago, we are 
very disappointed about 
the decision to close Redhill 
Courts, which were the next 
nearest for Epsom and Ewell. 

“People will now need 
to travel even further to 
the courts at Guildford or 
Staines, and for those strug¬ 
gling with problems includ¬ 


ing eviction or family prob¬ 
lems this may be difficult if 
not impossible. 

“This just adds another 
barrier to accessing justice 
for those who really need it.” 

Reigate and Banstead MP 
Crispin Blunt said: “Sur¬ 
rey will be left with only 
two courts at Guildford and 
Staines, which will have in¬ 
sufficient capacity to cope 
with the current workload 
of cases, causing longer de¬ 
lays. 

“I only hope that the 
planned investment to in¬ 
stall modern IT systems will 
be enough to reduce the need 
for people to travel to court, 
except for the most sensitive 
and complex cases.” 

Shailesh Vara, parlia¬ 
mentary under-secretary 
of state for courts and legal 
aid, confirmed the closure 
of 86 courts and tribunals 
nationwide after reviewing 
the financial viability and 
residents’ access to justice.

A NEW swimming pool at 
an Ashtead private school to 
replace the one destroyed in 
a fire two years ago has been 
approved by Mole Valley Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

City of London Freemen’s 
School, in Ashtead Park, has 
prioritised the construction 
of a new swimming pool 
since 2014’s fire, as part of its 
£30 million ‘Master Plan’ to 
renovate the school. 

The plans to build a new 
state-of-the-art swimming 
pool in the grounds were ap¬ 
proved in a planning meeting 
by the council on Wednesday, 
February 3. 

The proposal was an 
amended version of plans 
submitted in August last year 
- but it courted controversy 
among residents due to the 
inclusion of a new perma¬ 
nent entrance from Farm 
Lane. 

It also had included a 
‘learner pool’ - which has 
been dropped from the new 
plans - and the overall di¬

mensions of the building 
have been reduced accord¬ 
ingly. 

The plans state that a tem¬ 
porary entrance from Farm 
Lane would be used only 
during the time it was being 
built. 

The plans were approved 
by 12 votes to zero, with one 
abstention. 

City of London Freemen’s 
School has not announced 
whether or not the facilities 
would be used by the public 
or nearby primary schools 
as part of an outreach pro¬ 
gramme. 

It shares the swimming 


pool it uses currently with 
local primary schools and 
the public, and a spokesman 
for City of London Freemen’s 
said it intends to do the same 
with the new building. 

Headmaster Roland Mar¬ 
tin - who was appointed in 
September last year - said 
the renovation of the school 
would contribute to students’ 
well-rounded education. 

Mr Martin said: “This pool 
- as part of the school’s ‘Mas¬ 
ter Plan’ - will give students 
skills as well as qualifica¬ 
tions and will help to provide 
a holistic education.” 

Phase two of the ‘Master 
Plan’ includes a complete 
refurbishment of the 18th 
century mansion house, af¬ 
ter phase one in 2014 saw the 
completion of a new music 
school and boarding house. 

The school, which was 
founded in 1854, uses the 
mansion house for ‘functions 
and events’, as well as accom¬ 
modation for sixth form stu¬ 
dents.

Multiple eateries to improve after being given ‘zero’ rating for cleanliness 


School breakfast club told 


to raise hygiene standards

A PRIMARY school break¬ 
fast club was one of a host 
of eateries in Epsom, Ewell, 
Leatherhead, Banstead and 
Ashtead which have been 
told to make major improve¬ 
ments to hygiene standards. 

Epsom Primary School’s 
‘extended childcare’ break¬ 
fast club was given a one-star 
rating as recently as Decem¬ 
ber 2015, meaning the school 
was told to immediately 
improve cleanliness or face 
closure. 

But the school said it had 
taken on the advice of the 
Food Standards Agency 
(FSA) and is hopeful it will 
receive a rating of five at the 
next inspection. 

Twelve businesses in the 
area - a golf club, six takea¬ 
ways, four restaurants and a 
pub - were given a rating of 
zero in the last inspection. 

The FSA tells such estab¬ 
lishments they have to make 
“urgent improvements”. 



Epsom Primary School, whose 

Pizza House takeaway in 
Kingston Road, Ewell, was 
given a zero rating in Feb¬ 
ruary last year, but owner 
Tarek El-Sulieman said after 
the inspection the restau¬ 
rant closed for two weeks to 
bring it up to standard. 

A total of 28 businesses 
were given a one-star rating, 
meaning owners were told to 
immediately improve clean¬ 
liness or face closure. 


eakfast club received a one-star 

Mingo’s Fish Bar in King¬ 
ston Road, Ewell, argued it 
had received a four-star rat¬ 
ing for the previous three 
years before September 2015, 
when it was downgraded to 
a one. 

However a spokesman also 
said it was hard for the inde¬ 
pendent businesses like Min¬ 
go’s to keep up with the big 
chain eateries like McDon¬ 
ald’s and Starbucks.

It seems like only yesterday that 
the Queen's Speech outlined the 
Government's intention to crack 
down on illegal immigrants and 
make the Right to Rent legisla¬ 
tion, which it had trialled in the 
West Midlands, statutory across 
the whole of England. 

Yet, here we are in February 
2016 and Right to Rent is a reality 
(since February 1) that all land¬ 
lords now need to be aware of. 

While some commentators will 
claim that this won't change the 
habits of unscrupulous landlords, 
the team at Andrews believes in 
advising its customers to act 
within the law and its unlikely 
that many landlords will want to 
be faced with potential fines of 


£3,000 or even a prison sentence. 

However, some confusion still 
remains around exactly what a 
landlord needs to do in order to 
be compliant. 

At its most simple, the Right to 
Rent legislation makes it the 
responsibility of a landlord to 
check the eligibility of a 
prospective tenant to reside 
in England and whilst this 
sounds potentially onerous, by 
following some simple steps you 
should find that before long 
you're 

doing it as a matter of course: 

- You'll need to get satisfacto¬ 
ry evidence of entitlement to 
live in the UK from all prospec¬ 
tive tenants and other adults 


who would be living with them. 

- You'll need to take copies of 
the relevant documentation and 
keep it for at least 12 months 
after the person's tenancy has 
ended - this is a legal require¬ 
ment so don't think you can cut 
corners here. 

- If a tenant has limited leave 
to live in the UK, you should 
repeat these checks (probably 
every year) to make sure 
they're allowed to stay here. 

- Make sure you see the origi¬ 
nals of all necessary documents. 
It simply won't be sufficient to 
see a copy of a passport or any 
visa documentation. 

- You'll need to be happy that 
the documentation is genuine. 


The Home Office can answer 
questions about this, simply call 
0300 069 9799. 

- To make sure you don't 
discriminate or make assump¬ 
tions about people's migration 
status, you'll need to do these 
checks on all prospective ten¬ 
ants, including British citizens 
and those with the permanent 
right to live in the UK. 

- Of course, if at this stage 
you suspect that the applicant 
doesn't have the right to remain 
in the UK or that the documents 
that they've supplied might 
have been forged, you'll need to 
report them to the Home Office 
as soon as possible.

Funnyman Lee Nelson has revealed 

what goes through his head when 
doing public pranks ahead of his Suited 
and Booted tour, which comes to 
Sutton next week. 

Despite his stand-up show success, 
Nelson is famous for his bold pranks - 
on the X Factor, he invaded the stage 
pretending to be a member of a band 
in November 2014. 

Also, he once disrupted FIFA 
president Sepp Blatter's press confer¬ 
ence by throwing a bundle of money 
at the 79-year-old and shouting "Sepp, 
this is for North Korea in 2026" in July 
last year. 

Nelson was led away by security and 
delayed the conference for ten minutes 
- but what does he think of it all? 


The 38-year-old told Vibe: "What goes 
through my head when I'm doing these 
pranks? I hope this will be a laugh and I 
should probably get a lawyer. 

"I got that close to Sepp Blatter 
through a bit of planning and a bit of 
luck. 

"He has been suspended now. It's rare 
that you get congratulated by people 
for helping another person lose 
their job. But I do get quite a lot of 
congratulations." 

The London-born star cannot wait to 
perform in front of his audience. 

He said: "It's about making people 
laugh, they pay their money and 
I'll give them the giggles - that's the 
deal. 

"The people are well up for it and 


they don't mince their words, do you 
know what I mean? 

"If they say they love you, they'll say 
it to your face. If they say 'give me all 
your money' you'll also come right out 
with it. That's what I love about these 
people.

Paul’s best foot forward

AFTER returning to full fit¬ 
ness last summer following 
a broken foot, Banstead hur¬ 
dler Jacob Paul insists it is 
full steam ahead from the off 
this year. 

Back in 2015, Paul skipped 
the whole of the indoor sea¬ 
son in order to shake off the 
effects of a foot injury sus¬ 
tained in the semi-final of 
the 2014 World Junior Cham¬ 
pionships in Oregon. 

It was a decision that bore 
fruit as he clocked first a 
400m hurdles personal best 
of 50.38 seconds in June be¬ 
fore lowering his 400m flat 
time to 47.84secs. 

But with a solid winter’s 
training under his belt, the 
21-year-old is returning to 
the indoor scene this spring, 
including representing the 
University of Bath at the 
BUCS Nationals in Sheffield 
from Friday. 

And with improving upon 
his fourth place finish at 
last year’s British Champi¬ 
onships a major goal for this 
year, former Banstead Junior 
School pupil Paul is ready 
and raring to get going. 

“It’s been going really well 
this winter. The weather has 
been pretty kind,” he said. 


“Usually I don’t like train¬ 
ing in the cold, but it’s been 
fairly warm and training has 
gone a lot better. 

“But it’s all about the rac¬ 
ing at the end of the day and 
indoor competitions are a 
good way to warm up for the 
summer ones. 

“BUCS is a good opportuni¬ 
ty to compete and have a bit 
of fun at the same time. I’m 
sure it’s going to be a great 
atmosphere. 

“I missed the indoor BUCS 
last year as I had a broken 
foot. I did that in July 2014 so 
I was just training through 
the winter. It worked quite 
well as it allowed me to focus 
on training but I’m looking to 
hit the ground running this 
year.” 

Now into his final year of 
studying sport and social 
sciences at the University 
of Bath, Paul will face stiff 
competition on the domestic 
scene as the country’s best 
hurdlers battle it out ahead 
of the Olympic Games in Rio. 

But he insists that will 
only drive him on to lift his 
level of performance. 

“There’s the senior cham¬ 
pionships this summer and 
Europeans and Olympics,” 
he added. 

“Everyone will be aiming 
to peak as it’s Olympic year. 
I want to try and run sub 50 
seconds. I was fourth at the
